IOWA STATE COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE AND MECHANIC ARTS, STATE UNI-

AN ACT making appropriations to the [owa state college of agriculture and mechanic
arte, the state university, and the state normal school.
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SEcTIiON 1. Agriculture college—amounts appropriated—when
available. There is hereby appropriated to the Iowa state college of agri-
culture and mechanic arts, out of any money in the state treasury not other-
wise appropriated, for repairs, general improvements, current expenses,
and additional support, the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000).
annually hereafter; said sum to be paid in quarterly installments, on order
of the trustees, the first installment to be paid July first, 1900. That there
be further appropriated for said college, out of any money in the state treas-
ury not otherwise appropriated, the following sums for the following

There is hereby appropriaed, annually, to the state normal
school at Cedar Falls, out of any money in the state treasury not other wise
appropriated, the following sums of money, in addition to the permanent
support fund of eaid school:
